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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that layers 18 and 20 of Tsu 
and 3a of Kanaya do not have the general functions of the buffer layer, such as suppressing the stress or controlling the film orientation 
of the instant application. This is not persuasive because the claim does not reflect such requirement, thus the combination of Hiyama, 
Kanaya and Tsu would read on the claim language. In addition, the Applicant argues that the ratio of the height to width does not affect 
capacitance. This is not persuasive because the capacitance is directly related to the surface area of the electrode in contact with the 
capacitor dielectric as taught by Tsu, column 1 lines 20-23. Thus, the ratio of width and height of the node or mesa structure would affect 
the lower electrode surface area; consequently it would affect the surface area of the electrode in contact with the capacitor dielectric.
